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JAPITOL HILL FAVORS 


Arkansas Senator Favorite 


There for New Asso- 


ciate Justice.

WASHINGTON. (C o p y r ight). 


If capitol hill were to have its way 
Senator Robinson, the democratic 
leader, would be chosen to fill the 
vacancy on the supreme court of 
the Umted States shortly to be 
created by -the retirement of Jus- 
tive Van Devanter. 


The nomination would meet with 
instant confirmation—it might not 
even be referred to a committee. 
For several years, the Arkansas 
senator has cherished a desire to 
round out his public service with 
a place on the highest court in the 
land. When there was a vacancy 
on the bench in the Hoover admin- 
istration, several 
friends of 
the 
Arkansan urged the then president 
to appoint him. 
During the last four years that 
Senator Robinson has served as 
jority leader, the impression has 
•widespread that, when the 
first vacancy occurred on the su- 
preme court bench, Joe Robinson 
would get it. Some people have 
gone so far as to criticize Senator 
Robinson's devotion to administra- 
tion policies even when they have 
been in conflict with alleged points 
of view of his own. But whether 
there is or is not any justification 
in such comments, the fact re- 
mains that, irrespective of party, 
many a senator has held the con- 
cept of majority leader to be one 
that requires thick and thin sup- 
port of an administration program 
when entrusted to him by the party 
leader, the president. 


Performed Yeoman Service. 
Senator Robinson has often been 
classed as a conservative by the 
more radical groups. A glance 
back at his record under the pres- 
ent administration \vill show that 
he has not only supported the new- 
deal uniformly, but that he has 
performed yeoman service to get 
its measures thru the senate. 
It might be urged against Sen- 
ator Robinson that he has had no 
experience on the bench. But 
neither 
did Senator Sutherland 
have any -when he was appointed 
to the supreme court directly from 
the senate. So also did President 
Cleveland select Edward Douglas 
White of Louisiana direct from the 
United States senate. 
Some lawyers say they would 
prefer to have on the supreme 
court bench a man with broad 
legislative experience rather than 
a man who has already been on 
the bench. Certainly, Joe Robin- 
sap-'s experience in congress, if it 
aflly dated from the days he was 
'one of the original progressives in 
the house who helped President 
Wilson with his program in 1913, 
is about as comprehensive as any- 
body's in public life today. With 
the exception of a brief period in 
1913, Mr. Robinson has been in 
congress ever since 1903. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
"members of the senate, almost to 
a man, republicans and democrats 
alike, would like to see Joe Rob- 
inson elevated to 
the 
supreme 
bench. He is 64, which is about the 
age at which many other justices 
have been appointed. 


The controversy over the presi- 
dent's bill to enlarge the supreme 
court is apt to change at any mo- 
ment 
now because the 
first 
vacancy is expected to lead to an- 
other. While the many friends of 
Justice Brandeis would dislike to 
see the court deprived of his lib- 
eralism, still the situation which 
he faces is one of great embarrass- 
ment. For with Justice Van Devan- 
ter, aged 7S, retiring, it is going 


to be difficult for a justice aged 80 
to face the president's criticism. 


For strategic reasons, the presi- 
dent, of course, is saying "no com- 
promise." His supporters m tne 
senate judiciary committee never- 
theless tried to vote out a compro- 
mise. The president wants the bill 
voted by the senate as early as 
possible The house of representa- 
tives, he doubtless assumes, will 
pass the bill in whatever form the 
president wishes, and then the real 
compromise would arise in the con- 
ference committee. 


There is one flaw in this outline 


of future trends. It is that, when 


a conference committee report 
comes to the senate on a bill to 
enlarge the supreme court, it will 
be fought just as vigorously as the 
original bill. 


Meanwhile Mr. Roosevelt's tac- 


tics are not making matters bet- 
ter on capitol hill. His treatment 
of the supreme court issue has 
caused many expressions of regret 
among his close friends and sup- 
porters. There was, for instance, 
some chagrin over the news in the 
following item, which was sent 
out Wednesday by 
the 
United 
Press: 


"President Roosevelt 
feels the 


resignation of Associate 
Justice 
Van Devanter leaves the adminis- 
tration's program to enlarge the 
supreme court standing with a 
score of 'one up and five to go,' a 
source close to the white house re- 
vealed Wednesday." 


The foregoing would seem to in- 
dicate that persons close to the 
president are reflecting his atti- 
tude as one of coercing or driving 
from the bench the particular six 
justices who happen to be over 
the age of 70 and that he will not 
be satisfied until he accomplishes 
this aim, even tho the constitution 
assures justices of life tenure.

COURT ISN'T A COURT 


Asks Supreme 
Judges to 


Pass on Status of Com- 


pensation Body. 


The city of Lincoln was appel- 


lant in three cases argued and 
submitted to the supreme court 
Thursday. 
In one case the city 


sought an order prohibiting: the 
state workmen compensation court 
from proceeding with a rehearing 
of a claim filed by Ben Swadley, 
a former employe of the park de- 
partment. The compensation court 
had awarded him $12.80 a week 
for 26 weeks, and ?3.26 a week for 
the remainder of his life, on a 
holding that he had been 25 per- 
cent permanently disabled. He had 
already been paid for 44 weeks at 
the higher rate. 
The city filed 
notice of appeal. 
Swadley was 
dissatisfied with the award and 
asked 
a 
rehearing. .. This 
was 
granted by the compensation court. 
Swadley said he was injured by 
a fall from a ladder while work- 
ing for the park department. 
The city waived a rehearing, and 
then sought the writ to prevent the 
___ npensation court from rehearing 
the case on Swadley's motion. It 
maintains that the compensation 
court is really a political commis- 
sion and not a court, and that it 
is not entitled to that status, being 
a part of the executive machinery 
of the state. 
The district court 
dismissed its appeal on the com- 
pensation claim because the com- 
pensation court had not finally 
acted, and an appeal from this 
finding was also argued Thursday. 
The attorney general appeared to 
defend the court. 
The defense is 
that Swadley had a right to ask 
a rehearing, and that while the 
district court has concurrent juris- 
diction the rule is that the court 
that first gets the case retains 
jurisdiction. 
The other case was one where 
the city had appealed from a judg- 
ment in favor of Fred Meierjurgen, 
another park department employe, 
who claims his present disablement 
is the result of an injury received 
while moving heavy benches. He 
was awarded $11.20 a week for 300 
weeks and $7.50 a week for the 
remainder of his life. The injury 
happened Sept. 9, 1935. The city 
denies that he was hurt at the 
time, and said he had not then 
complained of an injury to his 
foreman but went on working. It 
says that his chronic arthritis 
arises from natural causes in ex- 
istence at the time of the claimed 
accident.

Bell Depreciation Rate. 
At a special meeting Thursday 


the 
Ftate 
railway 
commission 


issued an order upon tho North- 
western Bell Telephone company 
to show cause on June 2 why the 
commission should not fix for its 
1937 operations a depreciation rate 
of 3.27 percent. For a number of 
years the rate exceeded 4 percent. 
In 1935 the commission cut it to 
3.82 percent and in 1936 to 3.33 
percent. 
The proposed percentage was 
arrived at by taking from the re- 
ports of the company its setup of 
the amount of depreciable prop- 
erty each year for the last 24 
years and then dividing- this into 
the amount the company debited to 
the depreciation account as having 
been expended. 
Back in 1913 the company's de- 
preciable property was valued at 
9 millions and at the close of 1936 
at 25 millions. The average for 
the 24 years is $19,434,169, while 
the depreciation debit average is 
$634,541. 
This 
represents 
the 
average amount of property that 
yearly 
disappeared 
thru 
being 
used up in giving service. 
The 
right of the commission to fix the 
depreciation rate until the federal 
communications commission acts 
was recently upheld at the end of 
litigation that deached the federal 
supreme court. 


CONTINUE "DIP" CAMPAIGN 
Removal of Street Gutters in 


Safety Promotion. 


Altho the city street depart- 
ment has concentrated for more 
than five years on removal of 
surface gutters or dips, the clean- 
up has a. considerable distance to 
go. Paving repair has 25 such 
dips spotted for removal as soon 
as materials arrive. In each in- 
stance storm sewer facilities un- 
der ground as distinguished from 
surface have been provided. 
They are now starting in on 
removal of two of the worst in- 
the city, 13th and South, running 
east and west on the north and 
south sides of the intersection. 
Where the build up is of asphalt 
the dip base remains the base for 
asphalt fill. Where the paving is 
of brick the latter is raised to 
new level on asphalt foundation 
In the horse and buggy days 
dips caused little or no concern. 
In time of high speed they pre- 
sent a 
definite hazard. 
There 
have been numerous instances of 
personal injury. It is no longer 
the practice to construct paving 
without also constucting adequate 
sewer facilities. •

Hits Gas Tax Refund. 


The governor's veto of the re- 


:und of g&* tax says; 


"I hav« dlsapprov«d these claims lor 
the reason that their allowance at this 
ime would In effect make a state law 
retroactive In its application. The law of 
929 provided for refunds on gasoline for 
ax paid In states other than Nebraska. 
3urlnE 1929 and 1931. the period lor which 
refund U claimed, this law was in effect. 
The tax in Nebraska was four cents per 
gallon dorlnt that period. The tax in states 
where the gasoline was retained was three 
cents per gallon. In 1931, the legislature 
passed an act providlns thut the refund 
ihould be based on the tax paid in Ne- 
braska rather than that paid in other 
states, as provided in the 1929 law. In 
these, oil companies would obtain. 
if 
these claims were approved, the benefits 
of the 1931 law starting in 1929. Obviously 
they should not be approved. Retroactive 
legislation is not a good policy, particularly 
with reference to refunds. It is interesting 
to note that these claims were presented 
and disapproved by the legislatures meet- 
ing in 1933 and also in 1935." 
Of one claim of the city of Lin- 


coln the governor says: 


"I specifically disapprove the claim of 
the city of Lincoln In the sum of S2.576.89 
for the reason that due to action pending 
in the district court of Lancaster couny 
there Is a question as to whether S625.25 
contained in 'his claim is due the city. 
This refers to tax sale No. 11339 wherein 
there is an original claim of $695 and In- 
terest at 12 percent in the sum of $625.35 
or a total of $1,320.55. If the court should 
hold In favor of the city, there should be 
no obligation on the part of the state to 
pay the city interest at he rate of 12 
percent or in the amount of $625.55.

HELIUM REPORT SURPRISES 


Rumor of Discovery Dis- 


counted at Columbus. 


COLUMBUS, Neb. (UP). Colum- 
bus citizens expressed surprise at 
reports printed in Omaha news- 
papers that helium gas had been 
found in this section. 
A search of newspaper files dis- 


closed that traces of helium hac 


been found while Bruce Webb, Co- 
umbus auctioneer, and Paul Stein- 
berger, Tulsa, Okl., oil man, were 
drilling: on the farm of Ed Alberts, 
northeast of Creston in Stanton 
county, in August, 1932. The 
showing, however, was not great 
enough to convince the drillers 
Lhat it had commercial possibili- 
ties. .Samples of the output of the 
well, containing nitrogen as well 
as helium, were sent to Lawrence 
Kas., for analysis, but no report 
of the findings ever was made 
public. Webb now is in California. 


Following 
discovery the well 
was capped and no further drilling 
was attempted. 
The shaft had 


been sunk to a depth of 330 feet. 
There never was more than a trace 
of helium showing in 
samples 


taken from the well.

Marvin Jones of Texas said he was 
making every effort to have in- 
corporated in a bill Sen.

The Issue Reaches Broadway. 
It may seem rather a long way 
from the strip tease to the pack- 
ing of the supreme court. But any 
one who wishes to see the funda- 
mental principles at 
issue 
can 
spare himself a lot of dull reading 
about the commerce claus.e and due 
process and fix his attention on 
what has happened and is about 
to happen to the theaters of New 
York. Here—one might say in all 
its nakedness—the issue which is 
dividing the country is revealed 
and with it the manner in which 
ancient and hard-won liberties may 
with the best of intentions be sac- 
rificed. 


There can be no duobt that mod- 
am burlesque had become a serious 
social evil. No one who has not 
actually seen and heard a recent 
performance can, I think, imagine 
the calculated obscenity of these 
shows. The thing had reached a 
point where for about 12 hours a 
day, in the central places of the 
city, perverted sexual excitement 
was being provided by high pow- 
ered commercial organizations. 
There can be no doubt, too, that 
these performances were an open 
and brazen violation of the law. 
There are scores of peddlers now 
in jail for selling erotica which are 
incomparably less 
provocative 
than the shows which were run- 
ning openly in the burlesque thea- 
ters. But, for reasons which I do 
not understand, the law was not 
invoked against these panderers 
For years they were allowed to 
continue in business and to make 
big profits from crowded houses, 
and, of course, the longer they en- 
joyed their immunity, the more 
daring they became. What had 
seemed shocking in 1936 had be- 
come commonplace by 1937, and 
the shock had to be increased to 
bring in the crowd. 


At long last, after public offi- 
cials had for years failed to make 
any effective attempt to enforce 
the existing law, or to strengthen 
it where it needed strengthening 
to make it enforceable, the scan-

dal became intolerable to the 
churches <jf the city. They rose In 
their wrath and demanded the sup- 
pression of burlesque. Acting under 
very doubtful legal authority, the 
commissioner of licenses 
refused 


:o renew the licenses of these thea- 
:ers and they have all closed. Thus 
by the administrative act of one 
appointed official, and not by any 
recognized legal procedure, bur- 
esque was abolished. A most de- 
sirable end had been attained. But 
it had been attained by a most 
undesirable method. 
While a few brave voices were 
raised on the question of principle 
involved, the general sense of the 
community 
was 
one 
of 
relief 


coupled with the feeling that in 
this instance the action 
of the 
commissioner was not in substance 
arbitrary. He did hold a hearing. 
The proprietors of burlesque did 
have a chance to offer ax defense. 
Manifestly, they had no defense. 
And what they said in their own 
behalf was too preposterous to be 
dignified even as hypocrisy. 
But what came out of it all is 
the important thing. A bill, known 
as the Dunnigan bill, was hastily- 
slipped thru the state legislature 
at Albany. In effect it endows the 
commissioner of licenses perman- 
ently with the emergency power 
he exercised against burlesque. 
Under this bill he can close any 
theater, burlesque or legitimate, 
and prohibit any performance at 
his 
own 
personal 
discretion. 


Whereas, under the existing law, 
there must be a conviction in a 
court before a license can be re- 
voked, under the Dunnigan law 
the license can be revoked until a 
court decides that the perform- 
ance does not violate the law. This 
is censorship, the very thing which 
free men have fought against 
since Milton wrote his famous 
tract on the licensing of printed 
matter. 


The purposes of those who spon- 
sor the Dunnigan bill are no doubt 
excellent. They are impressed with 
the scandal of burlesque. 
They 
are disheartened by the failure to

^acking move. They have not held 
meetings generally, but have been 
n communication constantly. They 
are not interested in politics or 
ven in pro-Roosevelt or anti- 
Roosevelt considerations. Some of 
iiem are prominent in the presi- 
dent's own party, still friendly 
•with him and desirous of seeing 
lis administration succeed. 
Originally, they were drawn to- 
gether by the fact that the popu- 
ar president controlled a great 
jolitical and economic authority. 
3e, therefore, seemed likely to win 
congressional approval for a plan 
vhich they thought would change 
our system of government. They 
'elt so deeply, they were willing to 
risk 
their 
official 
lives in an 
orderly but tacit venture of oppo- 
sition. 
The first evidence of their han- 
diwork was seen behind the su- 
preme court rectification of its po- 
sition on state minimum wage 
laws. The last was the timing of 
the Van Devanter resignation. 


It is popular in choice capital 
drawing rooms to credit the oppo- 
sition group leadership to Chief 
Justice Hughes, who nearly be- 
came president himself one day. 
This 
conclusion is merely 
the 
arithmetical result of putting his 
well known ability in statesman- 
ship together with his manage- 
ment of the court.

such bad guesses as naming Don- 
ald Richberg, the NRA nemesis of 
Gen. Johnson. (Richberg- undoubt- 
edly could not be confirmed by the 
senate). Their best guess was So- 
licitor General Stanley Reed. 
Best line on it downtown was 
that the president would pick £ 
circuit court judge who is nation 
ally unknown. 
Names of senators and con 
gressmen 
were suggested,

largely in a complimentary way 
Senator 
Wagner; who is con 
sidered a good legal authoritj 
since his labor bill was uphelc 
expressed the opinion privately 
that no legislator who voted fo 
the recent judicial retirement bil 
would be eligible.

Many persons suffer from this af-1 
fliction. Yet, about 75 per cent o f j 
those who believe they are victims 
of colitis in reality are sufferers 
from a condition known, to the doc-1 
tors as "irritable colon". 


Let me explain the difference be- 


tween the two ailments. 
Colitis, 


as its name indicates, means in- 
flammation or actual disease of the 
colon. On the other hand, in the 
condition, known as irritable colon, 
there is no evidence whatsoever of 
inflammation, ulcer or any other 
diseased state oftthe colon. 


The sufferer from the condition 


has the symptoms of colitis without 
really having colitis. The patient 
complains of irregular and shifting 
pain throughout the abdomen, back 
and chest. He is nervous and ir- 
ritable, has a headache and nausea. 
He complains of constipation or 
diarrhea, with a discharge of mu- 
cus from the bowel. There is loss 
of appetite, weight and marked 
weakness.

Out of the battle, in which al- 


most every player on both teams 
was swinging, ( these facts stood 
out: 


1. Carl Hubbell won his 22nd 


straight game and was the cool- 
est man in the park during the 
strife. 
He stayed out of the 


fighting and tended strictly to 
his pitching chores. 


2. Dizzy Dean was soundly 


outpitched by Hubbell and lost 
control of himself when a balk 
was called on him. 


3. Dean obviously was throw- 
ing his "high, hard one" at the 


Giants' heads. 


4. The usually docile Giants 


proved as tough as the Gashouse 
gang, giving punch for punch 
and carrying off a moral victory 
by outgaming the Cards. 


No. 22 For Hubbell. 


The Giants won the ball game, 


4-1, before 22,694 persons. Hub- 
bell 
breezed 
on to 
his 
sixth 


straight triumph this season, and 
his 22nd since his last defeat July- 
13, 1936. 
Hubbell permitted only 


six hits, walked none and fanned 
seven 
Joe Medwick's homer in 


the 
second was the 
only 
run 


scored off him. Dean was nicked 
for seven hits, walked two, hit an- 
other and fanned only five. 


The battling was the result of 


a balk decision called by Umpire 
George Barr on Dean in the fifth 
when the Cards led, 1-0.
